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N. A. E. ATTITUDE TOWARD R. S. V. OF BIBLE 


HE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals an in- 
terdenominational organization with rep- 
resentatives of over sixty different denomi- 
nations included in its membership, issued 
a statement today through its executive 

commitvee meeting in Chicago on the attitude of the 

N. A. E. toward the Revised Standard Version of the 

Bible. The N. A. E. statement denied the right of the 

National Council of Christian Churches to authorize any 

particular version of the Holy Scriptures for other Pro- 

testants, criticized certain features of the advertising of 
the new version, states that the N. A. E. was unwilling 
to recommend the Revised Standard Version, and de- 
plored the use of the pronoun “you” in reference to our 

God and Saviour Jesus Christ when the editors had said 

that the pronouns “thee” and “thou” in the version would 

refer to deity. The Executive Committee of the N. A. E. 

revealed that it had requested the Evangelical Theologi- 

cal Society to declare its evaluation of the Revised Stand- 
ard Version on the basis of sound evangelical scholar- 
ship, and promised a more detailed evaluation of the 

N. A. E. when the report from the Evangelical Scholars 

was available. 


The complete statement of the N. A. E. Executive Com- 
mittee as released by Dr. R. L. Decker, Executive Director 
of the N. A. E., follows: The Executive Committee, with 
reference to the Revised Standard Version, declares in 
behalf of N. A. E. 


1..We protest the assumption by the National Council 
of Christian Churches, or any other organization, or any 
person, of the right to pronounce any version of the 
Holy Scriptures “authorized” for English-speaking Pro- 
testants. God’s Word carries its own authority, which is 
enforced by the Holy Spirit when correctly rendered from 
the ortetrral. 


2. We regret certain features of advertising and pro- 
motion that appear to have been designed primarily to 
stimulate sales rather than to represent factually the 
true nature of the publication. 





3. Whereas, we do not conceive it our responsibility to 
authorize any version of the Scriptures for evangelical 
Protestants, we do declare our unwillingness at this stage 
to recommend the Revised Standard Version until com- 
petent evangelical scholarship has clarified certain du- 
bious points. To this end we have requested the Evangeli- 
cal Theological Society, at its approaching convention, to 
declare its evaluation of the Revised Standard Version 
on the basis of sound evangelical scholarship. 


4. We deplore that, whereas use is made of “thee” and 
“thou” in reference to deity, the Revision Committee saw 
fit to use “you” in reference to our God and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. This point is not one of scholarship but of 
preference and by implication of interpretation. 


5. We further regret that the Committee chose to omit 
italics from the text to designate words not directly 
translated from the original, or some other device to 
indicate words not appearing in the original. 


6. This is presented pending a later detailed evaluation. 
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Contending for the Faith

S WE ENTER into the new year, we are in 
| danger, as always, of departing from the 
faith. 1 Timothy 4:1, “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter times 
- some shall depart from the faith, giving 
a heed to seducing spirits and doctrines of 
devils.” It was needful for Jude, even in the early days 
of the Church, to write, exhorting them to earnestly con- 
tend for the faith that was delivered to the saints. Faith 
here refers to the teachings of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
His holy apostles. 

In order to remain in the faith that was delivered to 
the saints, there was some effort to be exercised. Web- 
ster’s Dictionary defines the word “contend” as “to strive 
in opposition, to compete.” Paul tells us in Ephesians 6:12 
who it is that opposes us. “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of darkness of this world, against spir- 
itual wickedness in high places.” It is the power of Satan 
that we must contend with, and not physical strength. 
Satan heads an organized kingdom that is in opposition 
to the kingdom of God. He manifests himself in various 
ways—sometimes as a prophet or an angel of light—but 
you can always recognize his work. It is always con- 
trary to the Word of God, a compromise or short cut. The 
devil must always be resisted in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Friends, did you know that the Lord Jesus could come 
for His Church in the year of 1953? There is no scripture 
that must be fulfilled before the Lord comes for His 
people. The last-day revival is now in progress. Never be- 
fore, since Pentecost, has God so wonderfully poured out 
His power upon His people. Thousands are being saved, 
sanctified, baptized with the Holy Spirit, and healed by 
the mighty power of God. This revival is to get the 
Church ready for the rapture. We find in 1 Thessalonians 
4:16, 17, “For the Lord himself will descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of an archangel, and with 
the trumpet of God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 
The rapture is the catching-away of the Church. The 
Church must be raptured before the antichrist can be 
revealed. 2 Thessalonians 2:7, 8, “For the mystery of iniq- 
uity doth already work; only he who now letteth will 
let until he is taken out of the way. And then shall that 
Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with 
the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of his coming.” The Lord asked a question in Luke 
18:8 that sheds much light on the subject as to whom 
the Lord will permit to be in the rapture. “When the 
Son of man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth?” 
He will not come for religious institutions or organiza- 
tions, but will look for the faith that was once delivered 
to the saints. Do we have that faith in our hearts? 
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IT IS not enough to be sincere in what you 
believe, but you must believe the Word of God. You must 
not read the Bible to substantiate what you believe, but 
you must literally believe the Word of God, earnestly 
contending for the faith that was once delivered to the 
saints. Hebrews 13:8, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” Matthew 24:35, “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my words shall not pass 
away.” We must accept the Word of God to mean the 
same to us today as it did to those to whom it was locally 
addressed. If this is not true, then our preaching and 
teaching it to this generation is in vain. But if it is God’s 
standard for us today, and I believe it is, then we must 
measure up to it, or we will not be ready for the coming 
of our Lord. 

Paul tells us to put on the whole armor of God that 
we may be able to withstand the wiles of the devil. There 
is no use to try to defeat the devil by our own strength; 
it takes the power of God. We must be strong in the Lord 
and the power of His might. Then to be strong in the 
Lord, we must not only believe in the Word of God, but 
we must receive it into our hearts. Jesus taught in the 
third chapter of John that we must be born of the Spir- 
it to enter the kingdom of God. He did not say that in 
order to be saved we were to shake hands with the 
preacher, to join the church, or be baptized, but to be 
born of the Spirit. “Ye must be born again.” In John 17, 
the Lord Jesus prayed for His disciples to be sanctified, 
and not for them only, but for all who would believe in 
their word, Verse 20. In Hebrews 12:14 and Ephesians 
5:25-27, we find it is absolutely necessary to be sanctified 
to go in the rapture. Then in John 14:15-17, the Lord 
said that if He went away He would send His people an- 
other Comforter. The disciples were already Christians, 
but the Lord said they would receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost was come upon them, Acts 1:8. And when 
they received the baptism of the Spirit, they spake with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave the utterance, Acts 2:4; 
10:44, 46; 19:6. “Have you received the Holy Ghost since 
you believed?” Acts 19:2. 


PAUL knew what it was to have on the 
whole armor of God. He advised his followers to do the 
same. Paul realized the power of Satan. He is as a roar- 
ing lion going about seeking whom he may devour. The 
devil will point you out to his demons and give orders 
for them to destroy your spiritual life in 1953 if they 
possibly can. But, thank God, we are more than con- 
querors through our Lord Jesus Christ. Paul won the vic- 


- tory. His last testimony is recorded in 2 Timothy 4: “I 


have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith: henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness,...and not [for] me only, but 
[for] all them also that love his appearing.” Will it be in 
the year 1953 that we will give our last testimony? Who 
knows? Then let us earnestly contend for the faith that 
was once delivered to the saints.

He stated that he must be careful to make 
righteous decisions because the decisions he rendered and 
wrote on the pages of the books of the court would be 
opened for scrutiny a thousand years later. Church mem- 
bers and sinner friends, what you write today will be 
opened for inspection in eternity. So, be careful what you 
write. 

“Pilate answered, What I have written, I have written.” 
St. John 19:22. Only seven short words, but what power- 
ful words they were. Pilate will always be associated with 
the crucifixion of the Son of God. By his action he wrote 
for time and eternity. 

My friends, I know you will share with me the feeling 
that we are living in a most breath-taking period of time. 
Some of the greatest inventions of all times have been 
produced in this generation. This vast world has shrunk- 
en to a small dimension before the conquest of man. 
Never in the history of the world has man had in his 
possession more destructive weapons than he has today; 
but, nevertheless, there is a universal feeling of fear and 
insecurity.

Even God and His holy angels cannot 
change your personal history of the past. Therefore, take 
heed what you write for eternity. 


WHAT HAVE YOU WRITTEN IN YOUR SOCIAL LIFE? 


GaaTIANS 6:7, “Be not deceived, God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” Corn crops do fail; wheat crops might be a 
disappointment; but never has a crop of sin failed to 
produce. You can rest assured that the sowing of the 
seeds of sin will produce weeds of bitterness. Do not sow 
sin and then expect a harvest of righteousness. 
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Have you taken Christ into your social life this year? 
Do your friends know of your devotion to the Savior?

The 
backbone of the commonwealth of America lies in the 
strength of the homes.

BUSINESS LIFE? 


IN Matthew 6:33 Christ gives a marvelous

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When Holiness Makes Headlines

Matthew 25:6, 10b, “And at midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom cometh, go ye out to meet 
him .... and they that were ready went.” 


HE NEWS HEADLINES of this modern age 
are made up of warfare, international tur- 
moil, strife at home, corruption, and poli- 
tics. Next comes the interesting news of 
celebrities, activities of society, and a var- 
iety of human interest stories. 

News of the work of Christ is not considered in these 
catagories; therefore, if given any place at all, it is 
crowded into the background where it is hardly noticed. 
This practice has not changed since Jesus’ mother, Mary, 
was pushed back to the barn for the birth of our Lord, 
because “there was no room in the inn.” 

In the thinking of the great minds of the world there 
is yet no room. Christ and His true followers are crowded 
out, and, if given any recognition, they are called the 
“smaller sects.” But just as sure as Jesus came from the 
manger and was heard in the synagogue, so will His peo- 
ple arise, in due time, to be heard. 

It is gratifying to see God’s people who believe in the 
full gospel move from the humble huts on the back 
streets into the fine church buildings with their carpeted 
floors, comfortable pews, stained-glass windows, and all 
the essentials for pleasant surroundings. This has helped 
our standing in the communities and our prestige with 
the folk of the city. The mayor speaks for us; the gover- 
nor recognizes us; we are invited into circles of society at 
times. But this, as pleasant as it may be, is not the popu- 
larity which is to be expected by those who will be fully 
consecrated to God. When holiness makes headlines, it 
will not be a result of our associations with these groups, 
but rather our acquaintance with Jesus, the Christ. 














WE, who are known as “holiness people,” 
having now reached the place in numbers and strength 
that we are being “tolerated” to a greater extent, still do 
not enjoy the prestige that the so-called “greater church- 
es” enjoy, nor will we ever, because of the standard by 
which we have chosen to be governed—the life of holi- 
ness. For this reason some who love popularity and favor 
in this age, and who cannot stem the tide of public senti- 
ment, do not choose to identify themselves with us, but 
if they could only see a short distance in the future, 
when God will bring His people into a full realization of 
their inheritance, they would be glad to join us. At that 
time, all who worked against us will be pushed to the 
background and revealed in their true light, and holiness 
will make the headlines. We shall be so glad then that we 
were true and bore His reproach. 

It is true that we are not yet enjoying this favored po- 
sition, but our faith in the promises of God causes us to 
continue in expectancy so that we are not weary of well- 
doing. We know we shall reap, and we are determined 
not to faint in our pursuit. 
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‘ JOSEPH had been promised a position of 
honor, by dreams which God gave him. These dreams so 
elated him that he made them known to his brethren, 
who despised him for his hope. They conspired against 
him and called him “the dreamer,” asking, “Does he 
think he will be over us and that we will bow to him? 
We will see to it that this never happens.” So Joseph, be- 
ing conspired against, was the victim of the anger of 
these envious men. They thought of killing him, but in- 
stead, put him into a pit, and finally sold him to mer- 
chantmen of Egypt. Being taken to Egypt, he was sold 
into Potiphar’s house. No doubt, Joseph, having met all 
these reverses, could have despaired, if his faith had 
wavered in the least. But his trials are not ended yet. 
He was a victim of a lie told by Potiphar’s wife, and, as a 
result, he was sent to prison. Time passed on, and there 
were no signs of being exalted; rather, dreary days of 
despondency came and went until the dreams of his 
youth may have been fading. But God had not forgotten. 
His promise stands sure. 

Joseph was not aware of the troubles of the king of 
Egypt, but the king was having dreams he could not 
understand. The magicians and wise men were brought 
in, but to no avail. They could not help him to interpret 
the dreams. They didn’t have the proper connections. 
This was God’s business. The nearness of Joseph’s deliv- 
erance was not known to him, but God was bringing 
things to the point of promise fulfillment. 

The butler remembered that Joseph had interpreted 
his dreams while he was in prison and had foretold his 
restoration to his former position; therefore, he immed- 
iately informed the king that there ‘was a man in prison 
who had proved right in the interpretation of his dream, 
and Joseph was brought before the king. The king, Phar- 
aoh, said, “I have heard of thee, that thou canst under- 
stand a dream to interpret it.” Joseph answered, saying, 
“It is not in me; God shall give Pharaoh the answer.” 
God gave Joseph the answer, and the king immediately 
promoted him, saying, “See, I have set thee over all the 
land of Egypt.” And Pharaoh took off his ring from his 
hand, and put it upon Joseph’s hand, and arrayed him in 
vestures of fine linen. He put a gold chain about his 
neck, and made him to ride in the second chariot which 
he had; and they cried before him, Bow the knee; and he 
made him ruler over all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh 
said unto Joseph, “I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all the land of Egypt.” 
Look at Joseph—from the dimness of the dungeon to the 
limelight of fame. 

Joseph’s ten brethren went down to buy corn in Egypt. 
Joseph saw his brethren, and he knew them but made 
himself a stranger unto them. He spake roughly to them, 
and said unto them, “Whence come ye?” And they said, 
“From the land of Canaan to buy food.” And Joseph’s 
brethren bowed themselves before him with their faces to 
the earth, and Joseph remembered the dreams which he 
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dreamed of them. 

This accomplishment was not made on roads of easy 
travel; nor was he voted in by the popular vote of many 
friends he had accumulated through life. His had been a 
life of hardships, trouble, and imprisonment, but his ob- 
scurity did not hinder God in exalting him at the proper 
time. 

Ours may be a life of misunderstandings, separation 
from our loved ones because of our stand for God. We 
may be set aside by our friends and persecuted by the 
world, but just as sure as God brought Joseph out of ob- 
scurity and placed him in the limelight, He will bring 
holiness into the headlines. 


Dante. was a true servant of God, held in 
captivity in a foreign land. He was determined not to be 
defiled with the king’s meat, because he served God with 
a heart-purpose. In this captivity he continued his prac- 
tice of three prayers a day. Surroundings and public 
opinion didn’t change him. He was not swayed by the 
gaze and criticism of the multitudes. So, he prayed on. 
Those who were envious of him flattered the king into 
offering a decree that no one should pray unto any God 
but him for a given number of days. The king’s decree did 
not faze Daniel. He continued to pray, but the day came 
when he must decide whether to change his daily prac- 
tice of worshiping God, or go into the lions’ den. He still 
prayed on. The day of execution came, and into the 
lions’ den he was cast. No doubt, there was a great deal 
of mocking, scoffing, and belittling the man who would 
dare to worship God in the face of such a decree by the 
king. But Darius, the king, said unto Daniel, “Thy God 
whom thou servest continually, he will deliver thee.” His 
words were true, whether he was fully aware of it or not, 
for God will see His people through their hardships until 
the day of final deliverance. 

The king hurried to the den of lions the next morning 
and, with a lamentable voice, cried unto Daniel, “O Dan- 
iel, is thy God, whom thou servest continually, able to de- 
liver thee from the lions?” Then Daniel said, “O King, 
live forever. My God hath sent his angel and hath shut 
the lions’ mouths that they have not hurt me.” 

So Daniel was taken up out of the den, and the king 
commanded, and they brought those men which had ac- 
cused Daniel, and they cast them into the den of lions, 
them, their children, and their wives; and the lions had 
the mastery of them, and brake their bones in pieces by 
the time they came to the bottom of the den. 

Then the king made a decree, “That in every dominion 
of my kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel: for he is the living God, and stedfast forever, 
and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed, and 
his dominion shall be even unto the end. He delivereth 
and rescueth, and he worketh signs, and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from the 
power of the lions.” 

So this Daniel prospered—from the angry mob to the 
den of hungry lions, and brought out by God, and finally 
proclaimed to be the third ruler in the kingdom. This was 
God’s way of rewarding a faithful servant. As Daniel was 
protected in trouble, kept victorious, and brought to the 
front despite his enemies, so will God bring holiness to its 
rightful place in due time. Holiness is destined to make 
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I] AM REMINDED of the three Hebrew chil- 
dren who purposed in their hearts that they would not 
serve any other God but the true God. So, on one occa- 
sion, when the test came and all were commanded to 
bow down to a graven image, their hearts revolted 
against the king’s decree. They were determined to stand 
true regardless of the actions of all others. 

The crucial moment came; the music sounded, all 
others were bowing to the image. But there were three 
standing straight. No doubt, they looked around and saw 
they were standing alone, as their associates were fol- 
lowing the king’s order. 

When the king was told that they did not bow, he 
brought them forth for questioning, and offered them 
another opportunity to comply, but they declined. They 
were no more ready to compromise on the second chance 
than they were the first, but the second chance will 
always be offered for any who might accept the wrong. 
These men knew God would be with them, so they told 
the king, “If you put us in the fiery furnace, our God will 
deliver us; but if he does not deliver us, we will not bow 
down to the image.” So, into the fiery furnace they went, 
bound, but when the king ventured a look, he asked, “Did 
we not put three men in the furnace? Behold, I see the 
fourth, like unto the Son of man.” They were brought 
out. Not a hair was singed, nor was there any smell of 
smoke on their garments. It was their day of victory and 
popularity. They came out waving the flag of victory 
and proving to all that theirs was the true God. This was 
not accomplished by going along with public sentiment, 
but by refusing to do wrong in spite of public opinion. 


OUR PROBLEM today is not one of mis- 
treatment or vile persecution from the outside, as in days 
past, but rather an invitation from the world to get 
friendly, compromise, and go along together. But to do 
this, we would be partakers of the spirit of the age, 
which is pleasure-seeking and revelry of every descrip- 
tion. This we cannot afford, for God revealed His feelings 
openly regarding revelry, even in the life of a king. On 
one occasion, when Belshazzar gave a feast to a thou- 
sand of his lords, wherein there was dancing, drinking, 
and all the other practices that go along with such 
gatherings, the king had become so carried away with 
his revelry that he ordered the vessels of the Lord’s 
house to be brought so that they might drink from them 
also. But God began to write on the plaster on the wall, 
“the king’s countenance was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints of his loins were loosed, 
and his knees smote one against another.” His manner of 
life was revealed when he came into contact with God. 
So, unlike those who stood for right, he was revealed for 
what he was. Though he stood high in the esteem of the 
people, God rejected him and his kingdom was taken 
from him. 

There are many today who try to connect God’s house 
with revelry and worldliness, but God has already shown 
us what His answer will be—REJECTION. 

There is very little difference in some churches and a 
regular place of amusement. You can see advertised, 
bingo, card games of various kinds, dancing, and a gen- 
eral good time for all. This is designed to attract the at- 
tention of the pleasure-bent masses, but this is not God’s 
way of bringing His people into popularity. These prac-

UMEROUS transitional periods have been 
» experienced by the New Testament Church 
since her inception, due to the earnest, for- 
ward march of sincere souls. This dire 
need for revival has always been preceded 
by the call of God in the lives of conse- 
crated individuals, their preparation and subsequent ser- 
vice, followed by great sweeping revivals—first the need, 
then the hunger, next the consecration, and all together 
resulting in a forward step of the Church. 

Always, there exists a danger of going to extremes dur- 
ing times of spiritual restoration and revival. In fact, 
there is danger of two extremes, and multitudes are 
caught in the momentum of each. Some oppose the re- 
vival, and others rush headlong into fanaticism. Thus 
the purpose of God is thwarted both ways. In resisting 
the Spirit of God, we become guilty of grieving and 
quenching the Spirit. In looking only to outward dem- 
onstration, we become guilty of giving vent to our natu- 
ral, human exuberance in a manner that drives sincere 
souls away. 

Through patient waiting and humbly seeking the will 
of the Lord, we can glean the good and reject that which 
is unscriptural. The froth is blown away, and the gen- 
uine, spiritual content remains to bless the humble. Then, 
by continuing to build on a dependable, scriptural foun- 
dation, the Church enters a new era of opportunity and 
accomplishment, and witnesses a successful forward 
surge of loyal believers. 

Each period of revival presents to the Church new op- 
portunities for victory, power, accomplishment, and sub- 
sequent glory. Each successive, forward move arouses op- 
position from certain religious elements who possess a 
form of godliness but deny the power thereof. The pro- 
gressives are branded as heretics, fanatics, extremists, 
and by other uncharitable names. In some cases the ac- 
cusations are justifiable, but many times they are not. 
In almost every instance the accusations, whether just 
or unjust, tend to advertise the activities of the new 
sect or movement and arouse the sympathies of formerly 
disinterested persons, either for or against the move. 





AT THE PRESENT TIME, evangelical and 
full-gospel movements are believing God for a major, 
international and far-reaching revival of divine power. 
The Lord has honored the faith of His people, and the 
Church has experienced an unprecedented move of the 
Spirit. Millions have made spiritual progress, and the 
end is not yet. The Lord has much more in store for His 
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people, but before we can hope to witness a great mani- 
festation of divine power, certain obstructions must be 
removed. 

One of the greatest hindrances of all is the lack of true 
coordination between Christians. This vast multitude of 
believers is divided into two general groups. One group 
stands for the organized efforts of the Church through 
various denominations. The opposing group is definitely 
and pugnaciously anti-denominational. Both factions in- 
sist they are right, but the truth of the matter is that 
both groups are right and both are wrong, in some re- 
spects. God has a purpose in everything He permits. His 
purpose, through these two factions, is to break down the 
extremes that exist in either case. This lack of fellowship 
is unchristian, and, therefore, it must be overcome. It is 
the purpose of God to direct His children into a greater 
unity and sweeter fellowship than they have enjoyed at 
any time during this twentieth century, or at any prev- 
ious time since the beginning. This purpose may be ac- 
complished only through suffering, sorrows, persecution, 
humiliation, and other chastening methods, but it must 
be accomplished. When it has been brought about, no 
particular organization, sect, or denomination shall lay 
claim to the credit, but all shall cry out together, “Be- 
hold what God hath wrought!” 

How is this unity to come about? Through the power 
of the Holy Ghost. “It is not by might, nor by power, but 
by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” Both by the fruits of the 
Spirit and the gifts of the Spirit, growing and function- 
ing in and through the lives of believers. 

Where are the gifts of the Spirit? Some say they are 
lying dormant in the lives of believers. Others steadfastly 
affirm they are in the Church. Bible scholars insist they 
are resident in the Holy Spirit. Personally, I believe all 
three answers are correct. ; 

No man can sincerely dispute the fact that Spirit- 
baptized believers are in the Church, or body of Christ. 
Then, since the Holy Ghost is the Agent who controls 
the administrations, operations, and manifestation of the 
gifts (spirituals), 1 Corinthians 12:4-11, through human 
instrumentality, we have every right to have them in 
operation. 

It is quite apparent that the great revival move, which 
is under way today, has been spearheaded by godly men 
whose lives and ministry are actuated through the in- 
dwelling power and anointing of the Holy Spirit. The 
greatest accomplishments have been witnessed in coop- 
erative meetings where Christians of many churches 
have ignored denominational barriers and conflicting 
opinions and have worked together for the salvation of 
souls.

E ARE RAPIDLY APPROACHING the 
end of this age.

To the 
cowboy he is worth $150. Another boy looks at the same 
horse. He, too, has a different vision. He sees the fine, 
healthy looking horse as he enters the line with the race 
horses. He visions the horse in the lead. Through the vi- 
sion this boy has, he is worth $100,000. Friends, what we 
need today is the race-horse vision. We have dragged 
around long enough in our unconcerned ways. It’s time 
how to wake up and start off right. Read John 9:1-15. 
It’s time to work now while it is day, for night is coming 
when no man can work. Throughout Jesus’ life on earth, 
He felt the urgent need of doing the works of His Father. 
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At twelve years He said to His mother, “Wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s business?” When He healed 
the man born blind, He declared, “I must work the works 
of him that sent me while it is day. .. .” At all times the 
urgency of His Father’s work was upon Him. 

What are the works of God? By studying what Jesus 
did, we find Him determined to rid the world of all those 
things that were injurious to the welfare of man in body, 
mind, and soul and to lead man to find the abundant 
life. These are the works of God. Jesus was not only re- 
ferring to the time of day when He said, “The night 
cometh .. .,” but here He was referring to the opportun- 
ity to serve. The time will come when we are no longer 
able to serve; the opportunity will be gone. Jesus, there- 
fore, urges us to join in the work for the Father while it 
is day and the opportunity is at hand. 

What value are we placing upon the soul? Are we so 
living that we are driving a hard bargain with ourselves? 
As we look around for an answer, we are impressed with 
the low value many are placing upon the soul. We find 
people selling their souls for much less than Esau re- 
ceived in his bargain with his brother Jacob. Some sell 
their souls for the fads and frivolities of society. Others 
sacrifice moral integrity for place and position, while 
others amass great wealth only to lose their souls. The 
prosperous farmer who had food laid up for many days 
and felt secure in his wealth heard a voice saying, “This 
night thy soul shall be required of thee.” 

Sinner, what about that soul of yours? Your soul is 
the most valuable possession in the world. You drift on 
day after day lost and undone, without God and without 
a hope in this world. Your soul is valuable. It belongs to 
God who gave it and who redeemed it with the blood of 
His own Son. If you so manage your life that you lose 
your soul, then you have nothing that you can give in 
exchange for it. You cannot bargain with God. 


Everything we possess is a trust committed to our keep- 
ing. We look upon certain things as our possessions, but 
it is only by the mercy and goodness of God that we have 
them for a little while. The day will come when these 
things pass to others, and we must give account for them 
while they were in our keeping. It is not what we pos- 
sess, but rather what we do with what we have that 
makes the difference. It is our responsibility to use our 
gifts to the best advantage in the work of God’s kingdom.

wrought through these efforts. Personal aggrandizement 
and denominational greediness has been noticeably ab- 


sent. 


SPIRITUAL LEADERS and believers every- 
where are praying and working for a unified effort. Sects, 
who refuse to subscribe to this forward surge of the 
Spirit in a cooperative way, or are only for promoting 
their own personal interests, will be deserted in the wake 
of a powerful Church. Conscientious believers of many 
denominations are courting the favor of God and press- 
ing into a deeper spiritual life. The love of God is emanat- 
ing from the lives of these tried and true believers, and 
unbelievers are being convinced that a reality exists. “By 
this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another.” 


THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT are not in op- 
eration through the lives of unregenerate men, nor 
through the lives of those who despise the enduement of 
power for service. Neither are they necessarily in opera- 
tion through some who constantly follow after signs and 
take delight only in outward demonstration. The anoint- 
ing power of the Spirit of God must be experienced 
within the lives of individuals before it can be manifested 
through them. It is good for the fruits of the Spirit to be 
growing profusely before too much emphasis is placed 
upon the gifts, and, yet, where the gifts are in operation 
they will serve as an inducement for more fruit. 

The Spirit does not follow any certain prescribed 
course, but works in His own way to bring about the 
perfection of the saints as well as the conversion of sin- 
ners. His purpose is not always revealed until after the 
manifestation of His power. We do not always recognize 
what He intends to do until it has been completed. He 
ministers unobtrusively in many instances, without any 
noticeable glamor or spectacular demonstration, and yet 
the work is genuine and permanent. It is possible that 
He prefers this manner of working, for in so doing He 
brings the praise and glory to God rather than to men. 

The gifts of the Spirit are, therefore, under the con- 
trolling influence of the Spirit. They are given for the 
purpose of edifying individuals, blessing and enabling 
the Church to function successfully as a soul-saving in- 
stitution. Jesus came to destroy the works of the devil, 
and He is accomplishing this purpose through the 
Church, His body. The Holy Spirit, working through the 
sanctified, consecrated lives of believers, is the Agent. 

Since the Holy Ghost fills the lives of individuals with 
Himself, and He controls the gifts, they are, in this man- 
ner, resident in human lives. They can and do function 
only 2s He wills and directs. “Now God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with power: who 
went about doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil; for God was with him,” Acts 10:38. 
The same Holy Ghost who anointed Christ for His minis- 
try baptizes and anoints men and women today who are 
called, chosen, and commissioned of God to preach the 
gospel of deliverance. Therefore, the gifts are residing 
in the lives of human beings. 

The body of Christ, or the Church, composed of all 
blood-washed, born-again believers, is the Lord’s rep- 
resentative body on earth. The Holy Spirit, as a great 
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nervous system, binds the body together, controlling each 
live, healthy member. The gifts of the Spirit, operating 
in and through Spirit-baptized believers, are in the 
Church. In denominations, organizations, sects, groups 
or movements where the gifts are not in operation, it is 
because the Holy Ghost cannot find lives sufficiently 
consecrated through whom to operate. “Make charity 
your aim, the spiritual gifts your aspiration; and by 
preference, the gift of prophecy.”
